Illinois' field crops and their num- 
ber is increasing every year, Prof. 
W. P. Flint, chief entomologist of 
the state natural history survey, said 
at the Corn Growers' and Stockmen's 
oon\entlon at the University of Illi- 
nois. 


"We are continually importing for- 


eign insect* which find conditions 
In this country well suited to their 
needs," Prof. Flint said. "With the 
natural checks to their Increase re- 
moved here, they are able to thrive 
and multiply amazingly. 


"Then some of our native Insectc 


are changing their food plants and 
finding the cultivated one-i more to 
their liking, they are feeding upon 
them and are becoming much more 
abundant. 


COMBAT WITH CONDITIONS. 
"As it is not usually possible to 


kill this class of Insects by the appli- 
cation of some poison, we have In 
the mam to 
control them by so 


planting, cultivating or harvesting 
our crop that we make conditions 
unfavorable for them. 


'Tarn crop has its special Insect 


enemies. 
A few Insects attack a 


wide variety ol crops but may have 
to be controlled in a different man- 
ner on each. 


MANY ATTACK CORN. 


"Corn is attacked by a very large 


number of insects. Over two'hun- 
dred different species being known 
to feed upon it. 
Only a compara- 


tively few are capable of inflicting 
serious Injury. 


"Oats arc generally free from se- 


rious Insect injuries although some- 
times attacked by army y-orms, cut 
^orms or grasshoppers. 


"^Vlieat is injured by many pests 


but mainly In Illinois by the hes- 
slan-fly. Joint-worm, stem 
maggot 


and wheat head maggot.

hay, 


along with about

pounds of 


grain per head daily, they will be In 
good condition to produce and nurae 
lambs.

Bureau News: 


Some first class seed corn was pro- 


duced In Dewitt county last year In 
spite of the. unfavorable season. The. 
other day we weighed and shelled 
samples of corn produced by Irvin 
Thorp on the demonstration plot and 
found that a large number of flno 
toed cars were produced In some of 
the rows. 


Rows planted with seed com from 


other, sources produced no ears fit 
for seed and a very large proportion 
of rotten ears. Much of the corn In 
the county would have been of better 
quality than it was If seed had been 
selected with greater discrimination 
last year. 


Raymond Watson lias been shelling 


and sorting over some of his «eed 
corn which he selected from disease-, 
free seed corn and tested out from 
the home supply last year. This IB a. 
wonderful *lot of fine seed corn and 
hag almost perfect germination. 


Another sample has been brought 


to the office by Claude W. Thorp. He 
raised this from disease-free 
corn 


which he got last year and the seed 
which he has shelled ready for plant- 
ing Is of very high quality.
